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Foreword  —  The  Schoons 


Freely  translated,  the  name  Schoonmaker  means  maker  of  schoons. 
The  sixty-four  dollar  question  is— what’s  a  schoon?  Your  compiler  has 
consulted:  “New  Complete  Dictionary  of  the  English  and  Dutch  Lan¬ 
guages,”  by  I.  M.  Calisch,  2nd  Ed.,  Tiel,  H.C.A.  Campagne  &  Zoon,  Pub¬ 
lisher,  1890:  “Engelsch  Woordboek,”  by  K.  Ter  Bruggencote,  3rd  Ed., 
Groningen,  1903:  Shoe=schoen;  Shoemaker=schoenmaker. 

Comment:  It  may  be  observed  that  in  Dutch  the  dipthong  oe  parallels 
00  in  English.  Thus,  boek=.hodk\  bloed=h\ood\  hoej—hooi^  goed= 
good;  vloer=f{oor;  poel=ipoo\,  etc.  Thus  schoen  (shoe)  comes  close  to 
schoon. 

Query  No.  i.  —  Has  the  hybrid  Schoonmaker  become  the  standard¬ 
ized  corruption  of  (pure  Dutch)  Schoenmaker=Shoemaker? 


However,  not  to  be  overlooked  are  other  groups  of  Dutch  words 
wherein  the  Dutch  dipthong  00  persists.  Thus— Beautiful,  clean,  etc.= 
Schoon  (German  schoen);  Beauty=Schoonheit;  Cleaning  women= 
Schoonmakster. 

Query  No.  2  —  Does  the  name  Schoonmaker  mean  maker  of  the 
beautiful  —  beautician,  architect,  poet  or  the  like?

Conclusion:  Het  is  viij  een  raadsel  (I  am  puzzled  over  it.)  Neverthe¬ 
less,  your  compiler  of  the  Schoonmaker  blocd,  but  no  linguist,  here 
beginneth  the  spinning  of  his  schoon.  Carrying  his  schocncn  in  his  hand, 
he  tip-toes  cautiously  between  the  schooners  and  the  mothers-in-law.

Her  naam  is  omitted  in  the  Saugerties  Hollandsch  kerk  baptismal 
record  from  the  entries  of  the  kinder  of  her  vader  Tjerck  Schoonmaker  en 
his  vrounjo  Jane  Braisted.  Rather  her  entry  appears  spaced  in  correct  order, 
correct  parents,  not  in  the  Saugerties,  but  the  Kingston  kerk  record.  Alone 
of  her  vader' s  flock  daar  to  be  baptized,  the  question  obtrudes  —  what  took 
the  dutiful  Tjerck  to  the  remote  Kingston  kerk  in  this  single  instance? 

We  seize  upon  the  entry  in  Tjerck’s  jarnilie  bijbel.  “My  daughter 
Selly  was  born  the  29th  October  1788  at  six  o’clock  in  the  afternoon.” 

Her  marriage  was  evidently  during  her  beefs  student  dagy  variously 
in  the  law  and  godheid,  at  Catskill,  whence  she  accompanied  him  to  the 
scenes  of  his  labors  at  Lanesboro,  Albany  and  Nienv  Brunswick. 

She  died  at  Nieve  Brunswick,  aet  36  and  is  there  buried  in  its  First 
Reformed  kerk-hof,  her  steen  having  so  weathered  that  the  naavi  Sarah 
is  alone  decipherable.  Her  beer  who  survived  her  by  zeven  jaar,  having 
meantime  consoled  himself  by  a  tvoeede  vrouvOy  lies  remote  in  that  same 
kerk-bof. 

She  bore  her  beer  a  clutch  of  vigorous  kinder;  left  at  Saugerties  her 
njoeduvoe  moeder  who  survived  her  by  tvcal^  jaar  and  who  may  have 
found  comfort  in  the  nearness  of  her  zooji  Henry  whose  vroiivo  was  a 
Wynkoop  and  whose  ancestral  bids  at  Mount  Marion  this  paar  took  over. 
This  explains  the  discovery  daar  of  the  Mynderse-Braisted  portret  more 
than  eens  referred  to  in  these  and  their  companion  pages.  The  topic  is 
again  mentioned  in  a  later  chapter  “Jane’s  Tjerck  —  His  Realty.” 

This  little  is  all  that  has  been  found  about  the  estimable  overgroot- 
rnoeder.  One  attempts  then  to  investigate  her  vader  Tjerck  Schoonmaker. 

He  is  discovered  to  have  been  een  of  vier  of  identical  naain  who 
flourished  concurrently  in  the  same  vicinity.  Tnvee  of  the  vier  were  Revo¬ 
lutionary  soldaaten.  Of  these  een  may  well  have  been  our  Jannetje’s 
Tjerck,  the  Tjerck  whose  naani  appears  on  the  muster-roll  of  the  Sauger¬ 
ties  militia.  A  discussion  of  his  identification  follows  in  a  later  chapter 
“Yankee  Tjerck  Doodle.”  There  is  too  a  chapter  about  his  land  holdings 
in  the  Esopus.

Hendrick  Jochemese  Schoonmaker  the  Immigrant 


The  account  of  his  career  appearing,  P-DeW.,  page  272  may  be 
modified  and  extended  as  follows:  (see  G  &  B  Vol.  XIX  (1888)  by 
Thomas  G.  Evans).  In  addition  to  his  military  service,  page  273,  he  kept 
an  inn  in  Albany.  He  loaned  money  to  Governor  Stuyvesant.  (We  Schoon- 
makers  really  know  our  way  around.)  After  the  fracas  with  the  Indians 
at  Esopus  June  7,  1663,  he  led  the  Dutch  burghers  in  their  mutiny  against 
the  exactions  of  the  English  garrison  in  1667.  He  was  a  first  class  fighting 
man. 

Evans  supplies  an  improved  statement  as  to  his  wife  and  her  sisters: 
Hendrick  Jochemse  married  his  Elsje  not  in  Amsterdam  (foot  of  page 
272)  but  in  Albany  in  1657  or  8.  Elsje  had  a  sister,  not  a  daughter  (P-DeW. 
foot  of  page  273)  Dorothea,  who  married  Volkert  Jansen  Douw.  Another 
sister  Trintje  married  Rutgers  Jacobse  van  Schoenderwoert,  whose  de¬ 
scendants  assumed  the  name  Rutgers. 

Sept.  6,  1684,  the  captivating  Elsje  (her  amours  rate  a  later  chapter) 
married  her  third  husband,  Cornelius  Barentse  Sleght,  one  of  the  first 
schepens  or  magistrates  of  Ulster  County;  his  first  wife  had  been  Tryntje 
Tyssen  Bos.

Here  occurs  a  miracle  of  genealogical  surgery.  One  brother  with  his 
vrouw  is  slipped  out;  another  brother  in  turn  with  his  vrouw  slipped  into 
the  ancestral  slot.  The  argument  is  carried  in  a  later  chapter— “Whitaker.” 

Tjerck  Schoonmaker,  son  of  Hendrick  Hendrickse  Schoonmaker  and 
vrouw  Gertruy  DeWitt  (Heidgerd,  Page  13),  was  born  Jan.  18,  1699, 
baptized  Kingston  Jan.  22,  1699.  “He  died  Nov.  24,  1744;  the  year  given 
as  1763,  Burhans,  Pages  19  and  21,  also  Roney,  also  P  &  T  24,  Page  6  is 
obvious  error.  His  will  was  dated  Nov.  12,  1744,  probated  March  23,  1749 
(Anjou  II,  145): 

Vrouw  Dootsie,  eldest  son  Hendrick;  daughters  Margaret,  Gertruy, 
Hiltie,  Deborah;  sons  Edward,  John,  Tyrrick. 

“Mrs.  Roney  in  a  pencilled  addition  to  certain  D.A.R.  papers,  G  &  B 
collections,  states  that  Dootsie’s  Tjerck  was  buried  in  a  family  plot  near 
present  Trinity  Church  (Barclay  Heights)  Saugerties,  but  that  the  land 
was  ploughed  and  only  the  grave-stone  of  his  daughter  Gertruy  re¬ 
mained.  This  plot  was  on  the  farm  of  Tjerck  Schoonmaker  on  Mynderse 
Hill”  —  (Zimm  to  Compiler). 

Tjerck  Schoonmaker  married  (Hoes  687)  Nov.  21,  1729  at  Kingston, 
Theodosia  (Dootsie)  Whitaker,  baptized  May  7,  1710,  daughter  of  Ed¬ 
ward  and  Hilletje  (Burhans)  Whitaker.  She  married  second  at  Kingston 
Nov.  17,  1747,  Laurens  Swart  and  died  March  6,  1791,  aet  81  (Roney,

Hendrick  Schoonmaker,  son  of  Tjerck  and  Theodosia  (Whitaker) 
Schoonmaker  was  born  in  Kingston  (Burhans,  Page  53),  Sept.  29,  1731 
(Bible,  Sept.  19,  1732).  The  baptisms  for  this  year  are  missing  from  Hoes. 
Burhans  (Page  21)  gives  his  death  date  as  June  9,  1814.  Note  that  P-DeW., 
Page  284  shows  that  this  Hendrick  was  born  at  Saugerties. 

His  will  is  recorded  in  Ulster  County  Wills,  Lib.  F.  Pages  42  and  43 
(Zimm  Abstracts  in  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Library). 
Dated  May  17,  1812.  Probated  June  16,  1814. 

Hendrick  Schoonmaker,  no  residence  given,  weak  in  body.  Wife 
Antje,  furniture  etc.  and  service  of  negro  Debora.  Grandson,  George 
Schoonmaker,  $20.  Grandson  Henry  Schoonmaker  |io  and  a  gun.  Two 
sons,  David  and  Tjerck,  residue.  Executors  sons  David  and  Tjerck  Jr.  and 
grandson  George  Schoonmaker.  Witnessed  by  Jno  Schoonmaker,  Har¬ 
mon  Diederick,  Peter  Schoonmaker. 
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Hendrick  Schoonmaker  married  (Hoes  1131)  at  Kingston,  June  3, 
1749  (cf.  Bible  June  13,  1749),  Antje  Rapalje,  bom  at  the  Raritans,  New 
Jersey,  March  10,  1731,  but  residing  at  Brabant,  a  local  designation  long 
prevalent  for  a  portion  of  the  old  town  of  Kingston  on  the  northern 
side  of  the  Esopus  Creek.  The  ancestry  of  Antje  Rapalje  is  summarized 
Peltz-DeW.,  Page  281,  etc.  She  died  Aug.  14,  1816  (Burhans). 

The  discrepancy  between  June  3  and  June  13  may  possibly  be 
explained  by  the  change  in  the  calendar  whereby  in  1752  the  third  day 
of  September  became  the  fourteenth  day  of  September  in  countries  under 
British  dominion,  in  accordance  with  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  the 
previous  year.  Roman  Catholic  countries  had  adopted  the  New  Style  or 
Gregorian  calendar  in  1582.  It  supplanted  the  Julian  calendar  which  was 
used  throughout  the  Middle  Ages  in  Europe,  its  inaccuracy  amounting 
to  about  three  days  every  four  centuries  (The  American  Genealogist,  Vol. 
IX,  p.  1 3 1.)

(Jane’s  Tjerck)  (Giney’s  Tjerck) 

Tjerck  Schoonmaker,  son  of  Hendrick  and  Antje  (Rapelye)  Schoon- 
maker,  was  born  May  28,  1755,  having  twin  brother,  Georgius,  who  “d.y.” 
There  had  been  an  older  brother,  Tjerck,  who  likewise  in  those  days  of 
high  infant  mortality  “d.y.” 

He  was  baptized  at  Kaatsbaan  (Heidgerd)  June  15,  1755,  by  Domine 
Rubel;  sponsors,  Johannes  Benschoten  and  wife  Sara  Rabelje,  his  mother’s 
sister. 

He  married  (P-DeW.,  Page  274),  April  13,  1783  Jane  Breestede 
(P-DeW.,  Page  276),  daughter  of  Peter  Breestede  and  Sara  Mynderse, 
his  wife  (P-DeW.,  Page  285);  she  was  a  sister  of  Mary  Breestede,  who 
married  John  I.  DeWitt.  The  Bible  entry  reads:  “I,  Tharach  Schoonmaker, 
was  married  with  Giney  Braisted  the  13th  of  April,  1783.” 

Tjerck  Schoonmaker  died  June  14,  1833,  aet  “78-0-16,”  buried  Moun¬ 
tain  View  Cemetery,  Saugerties;  his  widow  Jane  died  Feb.  12,  1836  aet 
“71-0-12,”  and  was  buried  in  the  same  cemetery  (P  &  T,  Page  240);  see 
also  dedication  of  this  work  “To  the  Memory  of  a  Great-Grandmother.” 

Later  chapters  herein  about  this  colorless  but  reproductive  Tjerck 
are:  “Yankee  Tjerck  Doodle,”  “Jane’s  Tjerck  —  His  Realty.”

Ancestry  and  Marriages  of  Elsje  van  Breestede 

WHOSE  SECOND  OF  THREE  HUSBANDS  WAS 

Hendrick  Jochemse  Schoonmaker 


Her  first  husband  was  Adriaen  Pieterszen  Van  Alcmaer.  Articles 
about  this  couple  and  their  background  appear  in  N.  Y.  Gen.  &  Biog. 
Record.  Vol.  VII,  1876,  Page  117,  under  the  title  “Contributions  to  the 
History  of  the  Ancient  Families  of  New  York”  by  Edwin  R.  Purple. 

“On  the  3d  of  Feb.  1640,  Adriaen  Petersen  of  Alcmaer  purchased  of 
Hendrick  Petersen  of  Wesel,  a  plantation  near  the  reed  valley,  hard  by 
Sappokanican  (Greenwich)  on  the  Island  of  Manhattan.  This  is  the  first 
notice  found  of  him.  On  the  7th  September,  1645,  he  obtained  a  patent 
for  a  lot  of  land  north  of  the  fort,  and  April  13,  1647,  another  for  a  tract 
near  Sappokanican.  He  married  May  17,  1643,  Elsje  Jans  Van  Breestede, 
daughter  of  Jan  Janszen  and  Engel  Jans  Van  Breestede,  and  the  step¬ 
daughter  of  Egbert  Wouterszen.  At  the  time  of  his  marriage  he  was  the 
widower  of  Grietje  Pieters.  Some  incidents  of  the  manner  in  which  he 
wooed  and  won  his  second  wife  have  come  down  to  us  in  the  record 
of  the  Council  Minutes  of  that  period.  It  appears  that  Elsje  was  in  the 
service  of  Cornelis  Melyn,  of  Staten  Island,  who  brought  suit  against 
Egbert  Wouterszen,  husband  and  guardian  of  Engel  Jans,  her  mother,  for 
damages  on  account  of  Elsje’s  marriage  engagement  before  her  term  of 
service  to  him  had  expired.  On  the  trial  of  the  case  Sept,  ii,  1642,  she 
testified  that  her  mother  and  another  woman  had  brought  a  young  man 
to  Staten  Island  whom  she  had  never  seen  before,  and  desired  her  to  marrj^ 
him;  she  declined  at  first,  as  she  did  not  know  him,  and  had  no  inclination 
to  marry,  but  finally  consented.  She  concluded  her  testimony  by  returning 
in  court  the  pocket-handkerchief  she  had  received  as  a  marriage  present. 
On  the  1 6th  October  following,  she  made  a  declaration  that  she  sent  for 
Adrian  Pietersen,  and  that  on  his  coming  to  Staten  Island  she  accom¬ 
panied  him  on  board  his  yawl.  A  week  later,  Melvn  and  the  Fiscal  had 
Pietersen  before  the  Court  charged  with  Elsje’s  abduction.  Pietersen  was 
ordered  to  bring  her  into  court,  deliver  her  to  Melvn,  and  receive  her 
again  from  him  on  giving  security  for  the  payment  of  any  damages  that 
Alelyn  may  have  suffered. 

“He  died  prior  to  July  3,  1664,  on  which  day  Jan  Jansc  from  Brcctsc 
(Jan  Jansc  Breestede),  guardian  of  his  orphan  children,  petitioned  for 
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compensation  for  part  of  a  lot  belonging  to  his  estate  at  the  Marketfield 
in  New  Amsterdam.  His  widow  married  Hendrick  Jochemse  of  the 
Esopus,  probably  the  Hendrick  Jochemse  of  Beverwyck,  1654-1669.”

Mrs.  Louise  Hasbrouck  Zimm  and  Mrs.  Ruth  P.  Heidgerd  agree  that 
Hendrick  Schoonmaker  (who  married  Antje  Rapelje),  grandfather  of 
Sarah  Schoonmaker  and  great-grandson  of  Hendrick  Jochemse  Schoon¬ 
maker,  the  immigrant,  was  the  son  of  Tjerck  Schoonmaker,  not  of  the 
latter’s  brother,  Johannes  Schoonmaker  as  stated  in  the  Peltz-DeWitt 
volume.  The  brothers  Johannes  and  Tjerck,  sons  of  Hendrick  Hendrickse 
Schoonmaker  (see  Page  272),  each  had  a  son  Hendrick.  Hendrick  Hen- 
drickse’s  son  Johannes  married  Ariantje  Hooteling  —  these  are  listed  as 
ancestors  in  the  Peltz-DeWitt  volume,  but  that  evidently  is  not  the  fact. 
Hendrick  Hendrickse’s  son  Tjerck  who  married  Theodosia  (Dootsie) 
Whitaker  is  to  be  substituted.  The  Hooteling  line  goes  out,  the  Whitaker 
line  comes  in. 


Zimm  Argument 


“That  Hendrick  Schoonmaker,  whose  wife  was  Antje  Rapelje,  was 
the  son  of  Tjerck  and  Theodosia  (Whitaker)  Schoonmaker,  and  not  the 
son  of  Johannes  Hendrickse  and  Ariantje  (Hoogteling)  Schoonmaker, 
as  stated  in  P-DeW.,  is  evidenced  by  family  names  and  sponsors,  also  by 
the  location  of  the  homes  of  this  branch  of  the  Schoonmaker  family. 

“To  be  sure,  Johannes  Hendrickse  Schoonmaker  had  a  son  “ikus” 
baptized  at  Kingston,  Sept.  15,  1734,  but  there  is  no  further  record  of  him. 
Johannes,  the  father,  died  intestate  in  Kingston  before  Sept.  14,  1747;  only 
his  wife  Arientie  and  brother  Hezekiah  or  Hiskia,  were  named  in  ad¬ 
ministration  proceedings.  It  has  been  assumed  that  “ikus”  means  Hendricus 
—  but  it  might  be,  for  example,  Frederikus. 

“The  names  of  Hendrick  and  Antje  (Rapelje)  Schoonmakcr’s  chil¬ 
dren  do  not  suggest  the  Johannes  Hendrickse  Schoonmaker  family. 
Hendrick  and  Antje  named  two  sons,  Tjerck,  presumably  after  his  father; 
the  other  two  sons,  David  and  Georgius,  presumably  after  the  Rapalje 
side  of  the  house,  Antje’s  father  being  Joris  (George)  Rapelje,  and  her 
mother’s  father  being  David  Jansen  (see  P-DeW.,  Pages  283-84). 

“Two  baptisms  of  this  family,  i.e.,  that  of  Tjerck,  1752,  and  Georgius, 
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1755,  show  that  Theodosia  Whittaker,  obviously  the  grandmother,  was 
a  sponsor  each  time.  Her  husband,  Tjerck,  had  died  before  these  bap¬ 
tisms.  In  the  case  of  Georgius,  one  of  Theodosia’s  sons,  Edward  Schoon- 
maker,  born  Feb.  29,  1736,  was  present  with  her  as  the  other  sponsor. 

“It  should  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  Hendrick’s  birth  date  as  given, 
1731,  makes  him  18  when  married;  whereas  “icus”  baptized  1734  (and  not 
born  in  1732,  as  stated,  as  his  sister  was  born  then)  would  have  been  only 
15  in  1749.”

Mrs.  Zimm  states  that  this  group  largely  settled  in  the  vicinity  of  New 
Paltz,  not  Saugerties. 

Your  compiler  has  stated  that  in  the  preparation  of  the  DeWitt 
section,  he  relied  on  notes  composed  for  him  by  his  lamented  cousin, 
Abraham  V.  DeWitt.  In  these,  the  line  ascends  through  the  now  rejected 
Johannes  Hendrickse  Schoonmaker  and  vrowvo  Ariantje  Hooteling. 

In  similar  notes  prepared  for  the  family  of  Abram  Tjerck  Schoon¬ 
maker  (P-DeW.,  Page  358)  and  made  available,  alas,  only  after  publica¬ 
tion,  it  is  discovered  that  said  lamented,  without  apology,  had  followed 
the  pattern  of  the  Zimm  argument  and  himself  made  therein  the  same 
confusing  substitution.  Neither  set  of  notes  is  dated  —  there  is  no  way 
of  knowing  which  pedigree  is  the  vulgate  and  which  the  revised  version. 

Accepted  now  is  the  Zimm  argument.  How  happy  in  Heaven  must 
be  Theodosia  and  her  Tjerck  to  receive  the  belated  obeisance  of  their 
long  neglectful  twentieth  century  ever-so-great  kleinkind. 

We  draw  the  curtain  gratefully  in  new  enlightenment  but,  praises  be, 
in  confidence  of  substituted  legitimacy.

Whittaker,  Whitaker,  Whitiker 
Contributed  by  Louise  Hasbrouck  Zimm 


Edward  Whittaker,  first  of  this  line  in  America,  came  to  the  Esopus 
with  the  Duke  of  York’s  forces  in  1664,  and  remained  there  until  his 
death  in  1694  or  the  beginning  of  1695.  He  was  one  of  the  soldiers  allotted 
land  in  iMarbletown  April  6,  1670,  as  a  reward  for  services  under  Captain 
Daniel  Brodhead,  but  he  and  a  few  others  did  not  take  up  this  allotment. 
He  owned  a  large  property  at  Hussey’s  Hill  south  of  Kingston  but  later 
sold  it  and  moved  to  the  valley  of  the  Esopus  Creek,  where  he  died. 

(Sylvester:  History  of  Ulster  County,  Pt,  I,  pp.  67-68.  Ulster  County 
Land  Deeds,  Lib.  AA,  p.  44.) 

He  signed  the  petition  for  a  minister  in  1676  and  was  one  of  the 
principal  citizens  of  the  Esopus  who  signed  the  treaties  of  peace  with  the 
Esopus  Indians  by  order  of  Gov.  Edmond  Andros,  January  22,  1676-7; 
Feb.  1677-78,  and  Jan.  19,  1681  (Ecclesiastical  Records  of  the  State  of  N. 
Y.,  Sylvester  as  cited,  Pt.  I:  59-60).  His  will  shows  him  to  have  been  a 
substantial  citizen  with  affection  for  his  wife  and  children,  yea  even  for 
his  wife’s  grandchildren  by  a  former  marriage.  There  was  a  stormy  period 
in  his  life  which  is  colorfully  brought  out  in  contemporary  court  records. 

About  1670  Edward  Whittaker  married,  probably  in  the  Esopus, 
though  the  marriage  is  not  recorded,  a  girl  of  New  England  parentage, 
named  Anna  or  Hannah  Hackleton.  Her  background  is  good,  but  she 
seems  to  have  been,  let  us  say,  a  trifle  unconventional.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  Wakeman  and  had  previously  married 
Francis  Hackleton,  the  first  brickmaker  at  Northampton,  Mass.  Samuel 
Wakeman,  her  father,  son  of  Francis  Wakeman  of  Bewdley,  England, 
was  baptized  Sept.  25,  1603.  He  came  to  New  England  in  November, 
1631  in  the  ship  L/077,  and  settled  in  Roxbury,  Mass.,  where  he  was  made 
a  Freeman  Aug.  7,  1632;  he  was  a  founder  of  the  first  church  there.  He  was 
a  representative  at  the  May  session  of  the  Court  at  Cambridge  in  1635, 
then  removed  to  Hartford,  Conn.,  in  1636,  becoming  a  member  of  the 
Hartford  church.  In  1641  he  went  to  the  Bahamas  to  buy  cotton,  joining 
the  expedition  which  sailed  under  Captain  Peirce  to  relieve  the  Enijlish 
colonists  there  from  Spanish  oppression.  There  was  an  engagement  with 
the  Spaniards  during  which  Samuel  Wakeman  lost  his  life  (W'inthrop’s 
Journal,  Jameson  ed.,  2:34). 
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His  widow,  Hannah’s  mother,  married  thereafter  Nathaniel  Willett; 
her  three  daughters,  all  under  i8  in  1645,  were  allotted  twenty  pounds 
apiece  payable  to  each  upon  attaining  age  eighteen.  Hannah  having 
married  signed  as  Hanna  Hackleton  for  her  share  Sept.  6,  1662.  (Early 
Conn.  Probate  Records  1:40).  Hanna’s  husband  seems  to  have  deserted 
her;  1667  found  her  in  New  York  City.  There  she  appears  to  have  met 
Edward  Whittaker  who  took  her  and  her  young  daughter  Anna  to  the 
Esopus.  They  became  a  part  of  the  Whittaker  household;  in  1670  she 
was  referred  to  in  the  Court  records  as  his  wife.  Edward  appears  to  have 
had  a  hard  time  adjusting  himself  to  matrimony;  Hannah  complained  to 
the  Court  about  her  treatment.  The  court  asked  him  (through  one  of  the 
magistrates,  Mr.  George  Hall)  “why  he  treated  his  wife  so  badly;  that 
he  would  ruin  himself,  whereupon  Whittaker  answered  that  he  could  do 
with  his  wife  as  he  pleased;  that  nobody  was  to  prescribe  to  him  how  to 
treat  her;  thereupon  George  Hall  said  that  some  time  he  would  kill  her, 
and  that  the  Magistrates  and  Officers  would  demand  her  blood.  Thereupon 
Wittekar  answered  that  he  cared  nothing  about  Magistrates  or  Officers. 
And  Mr.  Hall  said  what  he  did  to  the  Magistrates,  he  did  to  the  Governor, 
and  the  Duke  of  York,  and  he  answered,  ‘I  shall  do  what  I  please.’ 

“Thereupon  Mr.  Hall  asked  him  why  he  went  armed,  every  evening. 
Thereupon  Wittaker  answered  that  he  wanted  to  do  so. 

“  ‘I  shall  tonight  yet  walk  along  the  street  with  pistol  and  gun,  and  let 
anybody  if  he  dares  take  them  away.’  Whereupon  he  went  home,  and  the 
same  evening  fired  some  shots.”  (Translated  Dutch  Records,  in  County 
Clerk’s  Office,  Kingston:  Vol.  1:335.) 

However,  Edward’s  bark  seems  to  have  been  worse  than  his  bite, 
as  not  only  Hannah  herself,  but  her  two  sons  by  him  as  well  as  his 
stepdaughter  prospered.  To  his  wife  Hannah  belongs  the  distinction  of 
involvement  in  the  only  witchcraft  charge  recorded  in  the  early  Esopus. 
Unfortunately,  the  document  was  so  damaged  in  the  Capitol  fire  in  Albany 
that  details  are  not  clear.  It  is  included  in  the  Council  Minutes  for  May 
22,  1673,  in  the  New  York  State  Library,  Mss.  and  History  Division. 

“The  Cmplt.  of  Capt.  Chambers  about  Edward  Whittaker  &  his 

wife,  &  his  wife’s - reputed  to  be  a  witch  .  .  .  Ordered,  That  both 

bee  Acquitted - woman  to  bee  declared  innocent - that  hath 

arisen  upon  this  Occasion - Court  of  Sessions  next  are  to  adjudge - 

made  Returns  of  it  to  ye  Governor  bee  layd  for  his  Approbation.” 
(Captain  Chambers  was  Thomas  Chambers,  one  of  the  two  first  founders 
of  Kingston,  and  head  of  the  military  company,  also  Lord  of  Fox  Hall 
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Manor.  His  name  appears  near  that  of  Whittaker’s  in  the  Indian  peace 
treaties.) 

.Edward  and  Hannah  (Hackleton)  Whittaker  had  two  sons: 

1.  James,  baptized  at  Kingston  April  24,  1675;  married  Dec.  6,  1696, 
Elisabeth  Tietsoort,  born  in  Schenectady.  He  became  a  prominent 
citizen  of  the  Kingston-Saugerties  area. 

2.  Edward,  baptism  unrecorded.  See  below. 

As  previously  mentioned,  Hannah  brought  with  her  a  daughter, 
Johanna  or  Anna,  born  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  according  to  her  marriage 
record;  she  married  Jan.  12,  1682,  John  Wood,  an  Englishman  from  Der¬ 
byshire,  then  residing  in  Marbletown,  but  later  a  land-holder  in  Sauger- 
ties.  He  bought  into  the  Meals  &  Hayes  patent  and  was  the  proprietor  of 
early  grist  and  saw  mills.  They  had  many  descendants. 

Edward  Whittaker’s  will  is  dated  Kingston,  Sept.  3,  1694.  “Sick  and 
weak  in  body.”  (Long  religious  preamble.)  “To  my  Dear  wife  Hanna 
Wittaker,  the  Right  third  part  of  all  my  Real  &  personal  Estate  of  what 
nature  or  kind  Soever  during  her  Naturall  Life  .  .  .  and  after  her  decease 
ye  same  then  in  being  shall  bee  to  ye  onely  proper  use  ...  of  mv  two 
sons  ...  to  be  Equally  Divided  between  them.  Except  £20  yt  shall  bee  for 
ye  proper  use  of  my  Wives  Daughters  Children  .  .  .  unto  my  son  James 
Whittaker  a  gray  Horse  and  ye  Right  Third  part,  etc.  ...  to  my  son 
Edward  Wittaker  a  gray  Colt  and  the  Right  Third  part  etc.”  The  will 
was  proved  Jan.  21,  1694-5.  (Anjou:  Ulster  Co.  Probate  Records:  1:50.) 

All  three  of  Hannah’s  children  named  their  daughters  after  her, 
while  Hannah  Wood  named  a  son  Edward  for  her  stepfather. 

Captain  Edward  Whittaker,  son  of  Edward  and  Hannah  (Wake- 
man-Hackleton)  Whittaker,  w^as  born  about  1677  (named  second  in  his 
father’s  will,  showing  that  he  was  younger  than  James).  His  name  is 
found  among  those  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Corporation  of  Kingston  in 
1705-06,  1710-11,  1726-27.  He  served  as  Captain  in  the  Regiment  from 
Ulster  County  commanded  by  Col.  Jacob  Rutsen  in  1715  (Sylvester: 
History  of  Ulster  County,  Pt.  I  :  187-88;  Clearwater:  History^  of  Ulster 
Co.,  p.  92).  There  is  no  doubt  about  his  having  been  a  prominent  citizen 
of  Saugerties  then  in  the  Town  of  Kingston.  He  is  named  in  Ulster  County 
Land  Deeds  (Lib.  PH:  461)  as  an  executor  of  the  will  of  Hendrick 
Schoonmaker  in  1716). 

He  married  at  the  Kingston  Dutch  Church,  June  18,  1700,  Hillctjc 
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Burhans,  daughter  of  Jan  and  Helena  (Traphagen)  Burhans,  and  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Jacob  Burhans,  a  soldier  in  the  service  of  Director-General 
Pieter  Stuyvesant,  who  came  to  the  Esopus  in  March,  1660.  Hilletje’s  bap¬ 
tism  is  not  recorded.  She  died  Eeb.  18,  1761  (N.  Y.  Geneal.  &  Biog.  Rec., 
V.  75:  p.  19  —  Whittaker  Bible  records,  transcribed  by  L.  H.  Zimm).  Ed¬ 
ward  Whittaker  died  March  17,  1745  (same  Bible  records).  His  will  was 
dated  May  5,  1720,  perhaps  in  anticipation  of  danger  by  reason  of  his 
military  career.  It  was  probated  August  16,  1745.  He  left  the  use  of  his 
whole  estate  to  his  wife  Hillitie  during  her  widowhood;  named  sons 
Edward,  John,  Henry,  and  daughters  Hannah,  Elinor,  Theodosia  and 
Hillitie  as  legatees  (Anjou,  as  cited:  2:135.  Burhans  Genealogy,  pp.  7,  8). 
Hendrick  Schoonmaker  et  al,  witnesses. 

Theodosia  Whitaker,  daughter  of  Edward  (2)  and  Hilletje  (Bur¬ 
hans)  Whittaker,  was  born  March  17,  1710,  according  to  the  Burhans 
Genealogy;  baptized  at  the  Kingston  Church  May  7,  1710.  Godparents 
were  Johs.  Hardenberg  and  his  wife,  Catharina  Rutze,  he  being  the 
original  owner  of  the  vast  Hardenbergh  Patent. 

She  married,  at  the  same  church,  Nov.  21,  1729,  Tjerck  Schoon¬ 
maker  (KM-687).  He  died  Nov.  24,  1744,  and  not  in  1763,  as  erroneously 
stated  in  several  records.  The  correct  date  is  given  by  the  Whittaker 
Bible  records,  recently  owned  by  Miss  Lucy  Sharpe,  who  lived  on  the 
Kingston-Hurley  main  road  until  her  death  about  1944.  They  were 
copied  by  L.  H.  Zimm  and  printed  in  the  N.  Y.  Geneal.  &  Biog.  Record: 
V.  75:25-27.  Miss  Sharpe  was  a  fine  old  lady,  a  descendant  of  a  brother  of 
Theodosia  Whittaker.  She  lived  alone  in  a  brick  farmhouse  and  until  her 
advanced  age  prevented,  drove  or  walked  every  Sunday  to  Kingston  to 
worship  in  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  of  her  ancestors. 

After  her  first  husband’s  death,  Theodosia  (Whittaker)  Schoonmaker 
married  (2nd),  at  Kingston,  Nov.  17,  1747,  Laurens  Swart.  She  died 
March  6,  1791  (Burhans).

Burhans  Gleanings 


Additional  gleanings  by  your  compiler  from  the  excellent  reference 
“Burhans  Family”  in  its  early  pages. 

Jacob  Burhans,  the  immigrant  is  of  record  as  follows: 

Nov.  2  1,  1 66 1  —  Appointed  Collector  of  Church  Rates  and  Excise  in 
consumption  of  wine  and  beer. 

June  1663  — Had  two  houses  burned  down  in  the  second  Esopus 
War  outside  the  stockade. 

April  28,  1666  — Elected  and  confirmed  as  Schepen  (Justice-Magis¬ 
trate)  of  the  Court  at  Wiltwyck  for  one  year. 

He  was  owner  of  Lot  No.  1 1  of  new  lots  in  Wiltwyck:  he  was  also 
owner  of  land  in  Brabant  (Esopus). 

Jan  Burhans,  son  of  Jacob,  arrived  in  America  April  16,  1663  in  ship 
Bonte  Koe  (Spotted  Cow);  he  evidently  was  preceded  by  his  father. 

He  was  admitted  to  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  at  Wiltwyck  as 
Jan  Jacob  Burhans. 

Repeated  court  and  church  references  —  Burhans,  pages  3  and  4. 

He  married  Helena  Traphagen. 

“Helena  Traphagen  was  the  daughter  of  William  Jansen  Traphagen 
by  his  first  wife,  Jannetje  Claessen  Groenvis  of  Aleppelt.  Her  father, 
Willem  first  settled  in  this  country  about  1660  at  Bushwick,  Lon? 
Island,  but  was  banished  by  the  authorities  at  New  Amsterdam  to  Wilt¬ 
wyck  May  12,  1664  for  insubordination  to  said  authorities  —  carrying 
a  disrespectful  letter  to  the  said  authorities  for  another  man.”  Burhans  page

Same,  page  5,  Willem  Jansen  Traphagen  executed  at  Kingston,  Aug. 
26,  1671  before  W.  Montagne,  Secretary  of  the  Honorable  Justices  of 
the  Court,  a  statement  relating  to  his  ancestors  and  family  beginning  as 
follows,  as  translated  by  Jonathan  W.  Hasbrouck  of  Kingston: 

“William  Traphagen,  aged  about  55  years,  son  of  Johannes  Trap¬ 
hagen,  Doctor  of  Medicine,  Officer  of  the  House  at  Hemclyck  in  the 
Bishopric  of  Minnen,  under  the  Duke  \^an  der  Lip  —  and  born  in  the  City 
of  Leunichor.  His  mother  was  Helcndt  Dclendal.  (His  brother  and  sisters 
mentioned.) 

“And  whereas  1  was  married  to  Jannetje  Claessen  Groenvis  of  Mep- 
pclt  and  had  by  her  a  daughter  named  Hclct  I'raphagcn  and  she  dying, 
I  was  married  again  to  a  woman  called  Altjc  Dirricksen  Mcermans  and 
begat  by  her  a  son  Johannes  I'raphagcn,  and  she  dying  I  was  again 
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married  to  Joostje  Willemse  Nooltryck  of  Amsterdam  and  begat  by  her 
a  daughter  named  Rebecca  and  son  Willem  and  Hendrick  Traphagen.” 

The  instrument  then  takes  on  the  nature  of  a  will  in  that  having 
explained  to  his  sons  their  relationship  to  his  kinsmen,  he  indicates  the 
several  properties  he  owns,  fortifying  them  with  the  knowledge  by  which 
it  may  be  secured  to  his  progeny  as  against  less  potent  claimants. 

Jan.  30,  1706-7  Helena  Traphagen  Burhans  was  paid  for  one  wolf 
killed  £  -  o-  12-0. 

The  will  of  Helena  (Traphagen)  Burhans  was  proved  May  ii,  1732 
—  Surrogate’s  office  at  New  York  City,  Folio  1 1,  Page  302  of  wills. 

“Item— I  give  to  my  son  David  Burhans,  his  order  or  heirs,  a  negro 
named  “Robin”  for  which  he  shall  pay  the  undersigned  heirs  the  sum  of 
thirty  pounds  current  money  of  this  province. 

“Item  —  I  give  to  my  daughter  Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  Jan  Ploegh,  her 
heirs  or  assigns,  a  wench  child  named  ‘Dina.’  ” 

She  then  leaves  the  balance  of  her  property  per  stirpes  to  her  ten 
children,  one  of  whom  is  Hillitje,  wife  of  Edward  Whitaker. 

Apparently,  the  second  child  of  Jan  Burhans  and  Helena  Traphagen, 
his  wife,  was  Hillitje  Burhans,  who  was  admitted  to  church  membership 
Dec.  13,  1696.  She  married  Capt.  Edward  Whittaker  —  see  above. 

Their  daughter  Theodosia  Whittaker  married  (3  H)  Tjerck  Schoon- 
maker. 


Yankee  Tjerck  Doodle 


The  name  spelled  variously  as  Tjerck,  Tyrreck,  Tharach,  Cherrick, 
Shark. 

(It  is  well  to  search  under  each  initial  of  the  above  variations  of  the 
name  Tjerck.  Cross-indexing  is  largely  non-existent.) 

The  records  have  four  of  the  name  Tjerck  Schoonmaker,  all  of  the 
progeny  of  Dootsie’s  Tjerck,  flourishing  contemporaneously  in  Sauger- 
ties  and  vicinity  in  revolutionary  times;  tombstone  inscriptions  at  Moun¬ 
tain  View  Cemetery  indicate  the  likelihood  that  others  of  that  name  and 
time  may  have  existed. 

Brink  “Early  History  of  Saugerties,  1660-1825,”  Page  351,  lists  as 
Revolutionary  soldiers.  First  Ulster  Militia 

Tjerck  Schoonmaker 
Tjerck  Schoonmaker  Jr. 

“Jr.”  often  means  a  younger  person  of  the  same  name  as  an  older  one, 
not  necessarily  the  son  of  a  father  so  named. 

Query  —  which  two  of  the  four  who  answered,  probably  in  gutterals, 
to  the  name  Tjerck  Schoonmaker,  did  Brink  have  in  mind?  He  is  silent 
as  to  individual  exploits. 

The  four  Tjerks  are  these  —

Ann’s  Tjerck. 

Tjerck  Schoonmaker  died  Dec.  30,  1828,  aged  84  years  (bom  1744). 
Ann  Legg,  his  wife,  died  Feb.  14,  1779,  aged  31  years.  Both  buried  Moun¬ 
tain  View  Cemetery,  Saugerties  (Roney,  Page  6).  He  was  a  son  of 
Dootsie’s  Tjerck.  See  Burhans  Genealogy,  also  Heidgerd,  Page  14. 

2. 

i  Nelly’s  Tjerck. 

I  Tjerck  Schoonmaker,  born  at  Saugerties,  April  14,  1757,  died  Dec. 

i  3,  1823;  married  May  18,  1780,  Nelly  Thomas  (Burhans,  Pages  22,  23); 
she  was  born  May  18,  1760,  died  Dec.  6,  1810.  (Heidgerd,  Pages  20,  35.) 
He  was  a  son  of  Capt.  Egbert  and  Gertrude  (Schoonmaker)  Schoon¬ 
maker,  named  for  his  maternal  grandfather  —  Dootsie’s  Tjerck  (Heid¬ 
gerd,  Page  13).  Nelly’s  Tjerck  and  his  wife  arc  buried  Mountain  \’icw 
Cemetery,  Saugerties  (Roney,  Page  39).

Blue  Mountain  Tjerck. 

Tjerck  Schoonmaker,  of  Blue  Mountain,  married  Jannetje  Louw  of 
Plattekill  (Mount  Marion),  July  i8,  1807.  He  sired  —  Christiaan 

and  Sally  Eliza,  baptized  May  8,  1808  and  Oct.  3,  1811,  respectively  —  all 
as  per  Kaatsbaan  record. 

He  was  the  son  of  Edward  (Heidgerd,  Page  22)  and  grandson  of 
Dootsie’s  Tjerck  Schoonmaker;  he  was  baptized  May  18,  1772  (Heidgerd, 
Pages  22,  39).  No  burial  record  either  in  Roney  or  Poucher.  Blue 
Mountain  Cemetery  fruitlessly  explored  by  your  compiler  March  29, 
1952. 

Note. —  Blue  Mount  Tjerck  was  obviously  too  young  to  have  been 
even  a  drummer  boy.  However  the  record  of  this  additional  Tjerck  being 
available,  it  seems  worthy  of  preservation.  Heidgerd  carries  Blue  Moun¬ 
tain  Tjerck  as  “Shark.” 

Blue  Mountain  oriented  —  The  Saugerties  water  supply  reservoir 
near  West  Saugerties  on  the  Plattekill  is  at  a  vicinity  then  and  now  known 
as  Blue  Mountain.  Here  too  is  a  district  school  house  locally  known  as  the 
Blue  Mountain  School. 

“Blue  Mountain  is  a  hamlet  on  the  Plattekill  somewhat  northwest 
of  Saugerties  village.  There  is  located  here  a  Reformed  Church,  a  school 
house,  a  grist  mill  and  a  few  dwellings. 

“West  Saugerties  is  directly  west  of  Blue  Mountain  and  near  the  line 
of  Greene  County.  West  Saugerties  is  at  the  gateway  of  the  Plattekill 
Clove.”  (History  of  Ulster  County,  New  York,  by  Nathaniel  Bartlett 
Sylvester,  Philadelphia,  Everts  &  Peck  1880,  Part  Second,  Page  42.) 

Blue  Mountain  Reformed  Church  (dates  from  1852),  Fawns,  Ulster 
Co.,  N.  Y.;  pastors  listed.  (Corwin’s  Manual  1902,  page  942.)  Fawns 
P.  O.  now  obsolete,  the  area  served  from  Saugerties. 

See  also  Brink:  The  Early  History  of  Saugerties  1660-1825,  page  168: 
Capture  in  1780  by  the  Indians  and  Tories  of  Capt.  Jeremiah  Snyder  of 
the  First  Ulster  Regiment  and  his  son  Elias  at  Blue  Mountain;  illustration 
of  site. 
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Jane’s  Tjerck. 

His  career  extended  in  an  earlier  chapter.  Roney,  top  of  her  page  39 
states  “He  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War.”  (So  there!)  Her  authority 
for  this  statement  is  not  given. 
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Jane’s  Tjerck  —  His  Realty 


Brink,  Page  278,  says  (1902)  that  Jane’s  Tjerck  resided  (1811)  on 
the  site  of  the  Whitaker  Building  on  Main  Street,  Saugerties.  Dr.  Guy 
F.  Axtell,  President,  Saugerties  Savings  Bank,  identifies  the  former  Whit¬ 
aker  Building,  218-220  Main  Street  as  now  (1952)  owned  by  the  Odd 
Fellows,  who  occupy  an  upper  floor,  the  ground  floor  being  occupied  by 
the  Grand  Union  Market.  It  is  on  the  south  side  of  Main  Street,  one  door 
west  of  Partition.  Opposite  on  Partition  Street,  now  extended,  is  the 
Exchange  Hotel. 

The  Whitaker  Building  is  distinguished  as  an  enduring  example  of 
the  horrors  of  architectural  taste  of  an  earlier  era.  Maj.  Gen.  M.  C.  Meigs, 
U.S.A.,  architect  of  the  Pension  Bureau,  is  said  to  have  once  exhibited 
with  pride  its  then  new  structure  in  Washington,  explaining  it  was 
fire-proof.  “Too  bad!”  came  the  rejoinder. 

The  name  Whitaker  originally  bestowed  upon  this  building,  but  not 
now  so  employed,  suggests  that  Jane’s  Tjerck’s  grandmother,  Theodosia 
'Whitaker,  brought  substance,  perhaps  an  ancestral  home  to  her  husband 
(Dootsie’s  Tjerck). 

Dr.  Axtell  in  a  letter  to  your  compiler  states  that  the  Schoonmaker 
house  probably  occupied  the  site  of  the  Whitaker  Building  plus  the  drug 
store  at  the  south-west  corner  of  Main  and  South  Partition  Streets.  On 
the  southeast  comer  opposite,  says  Dr.  Axtell,  on  the  site  of  the  present 
Davis  Building,  was  the  Burhans  residence.  North  on  present  Partition 
Street  at  the  edge  of  the  village  he  sketches  wigwams.  “F.sposus  Indians 
lived  here;  we  still  have  some  Indians  left  —  no  tomahawks,  just  fire¬ 
water  —  a  different  breed.” 

Sept.  II,  1825,  Henry  Barclay  (mighty  man  in  Saugerties  —  his  opera¬ 
tions  sketched  —  Brink,  page  291),  purchased  of  Jane’s  Tjerck  for  S7000. 
one  hundred  fifty  acres  along  the  F^sopus. 

John  I.  DeWitt  and  Mary  his  wife  conveyed  to  Tjerck  Schoonmaker 
by  deed  dated  June  29,  1797,  recorded  Ulster  County  Clerk’s  office  in  Book 
O  O  of  Deeds  at  page  531,3  fractional  interest  in  property  at  Persen’s  Mills, 
Saugerties,  reciting  common  Mynderse  ancestry  and  joint  ownership  —  an 
interesting  family  transaction  between  husbands  of  the  Braisted  sisters. 

Jane  Braisted  Schoonmaker  survived  her  husband  by  two  years  and 
upward.  She  survived  both  her  daughter  Sarah,  and  her  nephew-son-in- 
law,  Rev.  John  DeWitt,  D.D.,  who  long  since  had  removed  to  Albany  and 
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New  Brunswick,  meanwhile  solacing  his  bereavement  with  another  vrouw. 

What  more  natural  in  her  widowhood  than  that  she  should  have  made 
her  home  in  her  late  years  with  her  son,  Henry  Schoonmaker  Jr.  (1791- 
1843)  who  had  married  Alida  Wynkoop  (see  P-DeW.,  pages  356,  359, 
etc.,  also  Schoonmaker  Bible  herein  mentioned)?  His  home  was  at  their 
nearby  Schoonmaker- Wynkoop  house  at  Mount  Marion.  Upon  her  death, 
it  may  be  conjectured  that  her  possessions,  including  the  Mynderse  por¬ 
trait  (faces  page  286)  were  lodged  at  the  Mount  Marion  house  whence  it 
was  secured  by  her  great-grandson  John  DeWitt  Peltz  — see  P-DeW., 
pages  279,  307.

Mr.  Thomas  H.  Sherborne,  Jr.,  reported  the  Peltz-Schreiner  pre¬ 
nuptial  agreement  is  recorded  (correction)  Book  A.M.  Deeds  51,  Page  557; 
further  that  the  statement  “the  first  name  of  Elizabeth  Schreiner’s  former 
husband  nowhere  appears  in  the  record”  is  in  error.  This  prenuptial 
agreement  on  the  contrary  states  that  he  was  Jacob  Schreiner  and  that 
Philip  Peltz  had  been  his  executor  and  friend. 

Note.  Your  compiler  has  learned  with  regret  that  the  death  of  Mr. 
Sherborne  occurred  on  December  22,  1952.  Burial  in  Philadelphia.

Mr.  M.  Alexander  Laverty  (Supplement  page  341)  has  supplied  the 
following  improved  data  on  the  wife  of  the  second  John  Peltz:

“You  refer.  Page  213,  to  the  law  suit  against  a  Joseph  S.  Clarke. 
Apparently  the  suit  dragged  for  many  years  and  became  a  family  tradi¬ 
tion.  The  interesting  part  in  this  connection  is  that  A.  M.  Peltz  retained 
as  his  personal  attorney  Francis  Scott  Key.  There  are  references  to  visits 
with  Air.  Key,  who  lived  in  Alexandria,  Va.,  in  his  correspondence  with 
his  wife.  There  is  also  a  very  fine  autograph  letter  of  Key’s  to  Mrs.  Peltz 
expressing  deep  regard  for  A.  M.  Peltz  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  also 
advises  the  widow  to  settle  for  whatever  he  (Key)  can  procure,  some¬ 
thing  less  than  $1,000.” 

Pages  215  and  342  —  William  Peltz 

Discovered  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Carson  in  the  Free  Library  of 
Philadelphia  arc  two  undated  broadsides  on  both  of  which  the  name 
William  Peltz  is  included  in  long  lists.  Their  headings: 
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“The  Independent  and  Constitutional  Ticket  for  a  General  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  Northern  Liberties  and  District 
of  Southwark;  to  continue  in  being  until  the  last  day  of  the  present  year: 
For  the  purposes  of  raising  and  supporting  the  Value  of  our  Currency, 
regulating  of  Prices,  encouraging  Importation,  and  preventing  Monopo¬ 
lizing.” 

“Committee  for  the  City  and  Liberties  of  Philadelphia.” 

Endorsement  —  In  October  1779,  the  Americans  under  Gen.  Bene¬ 
dict  Arnold  occupied  the  city.  Corruption  and  graft  were  prevalent.  Citi¬ 
zens  whose  name  appear  on  the  list  rose  up  in  indignation. 

These  broadsides  are  included  in  the  Du  Simitiere  papers,  purchased 
by  the  Library  Company.

The  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society  possesses  a 
typed  copy  compiled  and  edited  by  Roy  den  Woodward  Vosburgh  of  the 
records  of  “Catsbaan  and  Saugerties  Reformed  Church  (now  the  Sauger- 
ties  First  Reformed  Church),  Ulster  County,  N.  Y.” 

The  following  are  entries  therefrom  with  names  spelled  as  they  appear. 

Married,  July  6,  1783,  Jan  L.  DeWitt,  Ulster  Co.,  Maria  Breedstead, 
Ulster  Co. 

Comment  —  this  was  undoubtedly  John  I.  DeWitt.  Note  also  dis¬ 
crepancy  Page  249,  married  July  6,  1783;  page  258,  married  July  6,  1782. 
The  year  1783  is  preferred  in  the  light  of  the  above  entry. 

Baptised,  Jan.  ii,  1784,  John;  parents,  John  Dewit,  Maria  Beerstead; 
sponsors,  Myndert  Meinerse,  Maria  Dewit. 

Comment  — the  statement  at  pages  222  and  259  supplied  by  A.  V. 
DeWitt  that  Dr.  DeWitt  was  born  at  Catskill  is  under  suspicion.  His  par¬ 
ents  were  married,  he  and  two  of  his  brothers  as  appear  below  were  bap¬ 
tised  in  the  Saugerties  Church.  We  know  little  of  his  early  life.  The 
statement  on  page  258  as  to  his  father’s  Catskill  purchase  is  puzzling. 

Myndert  Mynderse,  sponsor  above,  was  a  grandfather  of  Maria 
Braisted,  the  infant’s  mother  — see  page  279. 

Baptised,  Feb.  24,  1784,  Pieter  Bredstead;  parents,  John  I.  Dewitt, 
Maria  Bredsted;  sponsors,  Andries  Bredsted,  Maria  Mynersie. 

Baptised,  July  10,  1804,  Wm.  Henry;  parents  John  I.  Dewitt,  Maria 
Breasted. 

Comment  —  The  last  two  entries  conform  to  the  statements  appearing 
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on  page  259  as  to  these  two  brothers.  That  there  was  another  brother  not 
elsewhere  listed  is  indicated  by  the  following  Saugerties  church  entry: 

Baptised,  Dec.  8,  1793,  Andries;  parents,  John  I.  DeWitt,  Maria 
Breasted;  Sponsors,  John  Van  Leuvin,  Rachel  DeWitt.

Herein  it  is  stated  that  this  church  was  organized  Feb.  7,  1802  under 
the  direction  of  Rev.  Beriah  Hotchkiss.  Rev.  David  Porter,  D.D.,  was 
installed  as  pastor  Oct.  1803;  he  died  Jan.  7,  1851.

Query  —  In  explanation  of  the  China  episode  may  he  have  been 
raised  by  a  Lanesborough  family,  thereby  becoming  disassociated  with 
his  brothers  and  sisters?  The  absence  of  mention  of  his  name  in  his  father’s 
will,  page  261,  is  again  noted.  Or  did  his  father  send  him  to  China  with 
the  missionaries?) 

Born  of  the  same  parents,  Feb.  19,  1818,  bapt.  May  10,  1818,  Mary. 
This  too  is  a  belated  entry.  There  are  discrepancies  in  all  these  dates.  Your 
compiler  inclines  to  acceptance  of  the  accuracy  of  the  gravestone  in¬ 
scription  which  bears  the  birth-date  Feb.  19,  1819.  (Your  compiler’s 
grandmother.)

The  Samplers  —  Supplement  Frontispiece 

Mrs.  Louise  Hasbrouck  Zimm  (pages  287,  315,  348),  more  alert  than 
your  compiler,  has  detected  the  listing  (343)  of  a  third  pair  of  sisters, 
Elizabeth  and  Mary  or  Maria  Peltz,  and  thereby  solved  the  cryptogram 
reproduced  at  the  frontispiece. 

In  addition  to  the  two  sets  of  sisters,  Elizabeth  and  Mary  Peltz,  with 
whom  your  compiler  has  conjured,  Mrs.  Zimm  points  out  (Page  343) 
that  William  Peltz,  another  son  of  the  immigrant  John  Peltz,  also  had 
daughters  Elizabeth  and  Mary  or  Maria  Peltz.  That  these  were  the 
sampler  makers  is  indicated  by  the  following  from  the  Zimm  report: 

“I  should  have  put  them  at  a  date  before  1820.  But  the  initials  seem 
to  leave  no  doubt  that  it  was  Mary  Peltz  born  1787,  died  unmarried  181 1, 
who  did  the  one  with  the  initials.  They  refer  to  practically  all  her 
relatives.

MM  —  Mary  Maag,  father’s  sister,  mentioned  in  her  will. 

PP  —  Uncle  Philip  Peltz,  mentioned  in  her  will 

PB  —  Don’t  know  who,  but  probably  one  of  the  Boehm  relatives.

DB - Daniel  Boehm,  maternal  uncle.
